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TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  total  number  of  notifications  of  tuberculosis 
received  during  the  year  amounted  to  19,  including  3 
transfers  from  other  areas  within  ihe  Island,  and  4 from 
the  Mainland.  In  addition  one  old  case  previously 
cured  was  re-admitted  and  one  case  which  had  left  the 
Island,  returned,  making  the  total  number  of  cases  added 
to  the  Register  during  the  year,  2 1 . Of  this  number, 
16  were  Pulmonary  and  5 Non-Pulmonary.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  the  Register  contained  the  names 
of  65  cases,  making  the  total  number  of  cases  in  the  Dis- 
trict during  the  year  86.  Of  the  86  patients  whose  names 
appear  on  the  Register,  6 died  (including  one  from  another 
disease),  5 left  the  District,  3 recovered,  and  1 had  been 
lost  sight  of,  leaving  71  on  the  Register  at  the  close  of 
the  year.  Of  these  71  cases,  51  were  Pulmonary  and 
20  Non-Pulmonary.
